the city of Hopkinsville pursuant to the Commission’s order of August 26,2005. 

1. Refer to Response 23 to CCWD. Explain how the rate adjustment using 

FY 2005 through 2009 financial data as the basis for the city’s proposed rate increase 

conforms to the statutory requirement of an historical test year required by KRS 278.192. 

2. Refer to Response 26b to CCWD. The response states that small mains 

were not included in the allocations to CCWD. On Table 14 of the Black & Veatch 

Report, line 9 “All Other” is described in the footnote as including small mains, storage, 

meters and service and hydrants. Explain why small mains, storage, meter and service 

and hydrants were allocated to wholesale as indicated on that table. 
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
